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A WORD OF INTRODUCTION 

The aim of education is to put us in command of our 
powers, to give us mastery of the beauties, forces, and 
uses of the world. Nor will it fail to show our relation to 
all living beings, kindling within us the social sympathy 
that sees through all eyes and feels through all hearts. 

Educators will find in this primer certain excellences 
that separate it from all of its competitors. It plans to 
lead the child along avenues of thought and action, devel- 
oping him harmoniously in accord with the laws of growth. 
This primer surpasses all other primers in the closeness 
with which it follows the procession of the seasons in their 
ever-changing work and wonder. It is fitted to the round 
of the year, touching season by season the sights and 
sounds, the toils and pastimes that come and go in the circle 
of the child's experience. This keeps him on the alert in 
nature study. When, for example, the fields are flowering 
and the child is gathering their blossoms, his interest in 
spring is at its keenest. This primer, following the lead 
of the seasons, offers at flower time material for reading 
and talking about spring life, — material that calls out the 
use of the hands and eyes in drawing, in modeling, and in 
gardening. Thus the child's reading is connected with his 
work and his play ; and any one examining this book will 
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see that the authors have tried to avoid the dullness nearly 
always present in the primer lesson. They aim to catch 
the attention of the child with fresh stories about matters 
already familiar to his young mind. 

The word lists in this primer are taken from the vocab- 
ulary of childhood. If the words in a reader are choice 
and if the child gets them at the psychic moment when 
they are at white heat with meaning to him, they are then 
the proper words. Besides using words edged with interest, 
this book pays close attention to repetition and phonic 
sequence. This drill insures a working vocabulary and 
gives the child a key to new words, setting him well on 
his way toward independent reading. 

In its impressive illustrations from great masters, in its 
leadings toward noble literature, in its clutch upon the 
living interest of the child in the things about him, — in 
these points this primer is unique. More than all this the 
book carries throughout the ethical atmosphere. Its con- 
stant spirit teaches generosity, thought for others, self- 
control. It makes for character building, for the liberation 
of the child into the kingship of self-mastery.

Last week I found one of our leading authors in his 
study reading to his little six-year-old boy stories from the 
Odyssey of Homer. In a poem Robert Browning speaks of 
the pleasure it gave him to hear the story of Troy when 
a child. The story of Hector bidding farewell to his wife 
and child (see Book VI, the Iliad) is one of the most cele- 
brated in literature. It pleads for Peace. Hector's baby 
loved him when he laid aside his strange war gear. Teach 
the child to love that which makes for peace. War has 
ceased to be respectable or advantageous.

It is a well-recognized law in the world of mind that 
children like refrains, — words, phrases, sentences often 
repeated, — words that rhyme. 

I once saw John Burroughs take on his lap a five-year- 
old boy who was given to rhyming, and go over a lot 
of nonsense jingle with him. " I have a dog. Lark. He 
can bark in the park when it is dark. Lark, bark, park, 
dark." The man as well as the child enjoyed it very much. 
My own pupils like to make a long string of rhyming 
words ending in some particular combination, as bee, lee, 
fee, see, — bow, cow, now, row, how, mow, pow, wow, vow. 
In this way they learn rapidly to spell. 

Up to this point in the book more attention has been 
given to presenting interesting subject-matter as a basis for 
getting words, than to word-repeating. These words (fewer 
than four to a lesson on an average) will henceforth be 
brought forward constantly and shuttled through the 
lessons as new words are introduced. The teacher can 
strengthen her work by making new stories or sentences, 
using the words already given, and by encouraging the 
children to make lists of words like those already used, 
as Jack, back, pack, sack.

A school garden is of great importance to the child. In 
crowded cities it may consist of a window box or a flower- 
pot, or merely a saucer with seeds sprouting between two 
little pieces of wet flannel. It is surprising how much can 
be done with limited conveniences. In one or two window 
boxes with a few small pots of earth we have, in our school, 
watched the growth of peas, beans, com, mustard, lettuce, 
peanuts, pumpkins, squash, sunflowers, pine trees, onions, 
potatoes, radishes, and many other common plants. 

I planted many apple seeds in a pot of earth in my 
schoolroom because a little boy often spoke with great 
pleasure of his tiny apple tree growing in a flowerpot at 
home. The " tree " comes up in a loop, " neck first," and 
the children like to see the " cap " come off. The experi- 
ment is an easy one to make, for the seeds will grow at 
any season of the year if kept warm and moist. The 
children learn words rapidly from the blackboard, if the 
words are connected with these growths.

A teacher once said to me, " If you stop to study animals 
in school, how do the children ever ' learn ' anything ? " 

There is no better way to obtain positive and rapid re- 
sults in teaching children to read than through the study 
of a living animal, writing on the blackboard about its 
cunning pranks. Children should study animals and write 
about them in the spirit of our great naturalists, especially 
John Burroughs. In my schoolroom during the last twelve 
years we have from time to time studied, from life, the 
flying squirrel, the gray squirrel, the chicken, cat, mouse, 
rat, sleeping mouse, bat,'crow, dove, lobster, crab, crayfish, 
turtle, hen, mole, ant, monkey, bee, hornet, alligator, frog, 
toad, tree toad, horned toad, angleworm, rabbit, guinea pig, 
tadpole, goldfish, snake, lizard, bird, snail, apple worm, but- 
terfly, moth, and so on, — one animal at a time, of course. 
John Burroughs has taken walks in the park with the 
boys to point out the birds. A child loves school better if 
there is a live animal in it or a growing plant. He will 
tiptoe around and forget to be naughty, that the little 
animal need not be alarmed. He will learn words in great 
numbers if they are put on the blackboard while the animal 
is under observation. He will learn to be tender and sweet 
and kind, which is the most important thing of all.

Teach children to be actively good. In The Boys Town 
William Dean Howells raises the question as to whether 
boys ever take the initiative in doing good. 

One night I saw seven little boys lying on the grass near 
a big hole in the ground in a vacant lot. After a while three 
of them began to walk on their hands, "turning wheels." 
I saw a cunning little cat skipping up and down the street, 
springing over piles of brick and boards, arching her back 
to jump at a leaf, playing with sticks and stones. She 
often ran up to people to try to attract their attention. 
She seemed to be a lost cat, or a pet that had been left 
to starve by some one who had gone off to a summer 
home in the country. I took a cup of milk and went around 
the square to feed her, when suddenly the seven little boys 
popped out from under the board fence and told me all 
about her.
